Street, to Mrs. Brown’s, Wentworth Place. This will be charitable 
to one not ill enough to forget out of doors. Remember me to your 
Cousin and to all whom I may know. If C. C. C. skould chance 
to be with you—give my particular greeting to him, with the 
assurance of my constant idea of him—-not withstanding our long 
separation and my antipathy—indolentissimum to letter writing
